A monument to Abraham Lincoln, 


President of tho United States, WHS 
erected at Oak Bidge cemetery, Spring- 
field, Illinois, where the 
murdered 


President was buried. It was com- 
pleted in 1874 and cost $206,500, which 
was raised by popular subscription. 
Th» men who had charge of the con- 
struction of the monument, though 
tboy pose.i as pdlriots at the time arc 
now known to have been scoundrels. 


Darin j the last session of the Legis- 


L.turd t!w monument was turned ovai 
to the Stite, a-iJ an act passed appro- 
,»n>lini;$3a,UOJ for repairs and c-m- 
-ututmg lha Oov-n-jior, State Treasurer 
aad Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
uoa a boird of trustees to cara for tht> 
uvjuuoient and make the necessary re- 
pairs. This board reports that the 
mouumeut is a bham and a fraud. 
What appeared to bo huge bloika qf 
grauita ur.od iu its construction are 
only thin slabs laid over bricks. The 
pile instead of being granite, as it was 
intended it should be, is a mass of 
bricks with a granite veneering only 
three inches ibick. It cannot be re- 
paired and mido permanent and the 
trustees recommend that it be torn 
down and a solid granite iliatt be 
erected iu its stead. They think, how- 
ever, the surviving members of Presi- 
dent Lincoln's family should be con- 
sulted before this step is taken. 


The self-constituted committee that 


assumed supervision of the erection of 
a monument to "Uouest Old 
A. bo," 


were supposed to have been actuated 
by patriotic motives. It is now shown 
that like many other so-called patriots, 
their object was gain, and that the 
monument which cost nearly a quarter 
of a million dollars, contributed by the 
people, and supposed to be as endur- 
ing as the pyramids of Egypt is but a 
pile of brick vuth u thin veneeriu,j of 
granite to conceal the fraud fioni (Lie 
public. 


SENATOR T-EL1.EK IKVK TO SIL.V.C1S. 


Senator Teller of Colorado has re- 


turned to Denver from the East uud 
publicly reiterate? bis former pledge 
not to support ii gold candidate for 
President. "I have not," said the Sen 
ator, "deviated from ray silver position 
at all. I cannot consistently support .; 
gold standard candidate, and I will no'. 
I nave never made a secret of the fact 
that if the Democrats pnt up an avoweJ 
silver candidate for President I would 
vote for him although I have not vo^ed 
a Democratic ballot since I was 22 
years old, and I am now 65 years of 
age." 


Senator Teller says there is great 


dissatisfaction in the East over the 
financial system, and this dissatisfac- 
tion cannot be concealed. The silver 
sentiment is not dying ouJ, and be 
thinks the cause has advanced mater- 
ially and the silver men are stronger 
than ever. From his observations busi- 
ness was not nearly so active as the 
newspapers make out. 


A few years ago Senator Teller's can- 


didacy for the Presidency was urged 
by some of the Republican newspapers 
of Nevada, which now do not mention 
his name and could scarcely be in- 
duced to quote bis remarks on the sil- 
ver question. He will not support a 
gold man for President, and, like Sen- 
ator Jones, he believes that the Repub- 
lican organization is unalterably op- 
posed to free coinage. 


BILI, SltK J»OT AlM'lJf.CIATED. 


Bill Nye, the humorist, lectured in 


Faterson, New Jersey, last Tuesday 
night. For weeks he had been exten- 
sivelj advertised and the subject of his 
lecture was announced to be ''.farming 
Exposed." At the appointed hour there 
was not a vacant seat in the lecture 
hall, nnd the andience embraced the 
elite o!' Paterson society. Mr. Nye was 
greeted with applause, but he did no!

Whatever departures from these very 


even weather conditions occur must 
come, as I see itj'from the magnetic 
and electro-magnetic influences of tbe 
moon on tbe earth and of the other 
seven major planets on tbe sun and 
earth.

Regulated by a Hair. 


One solitary human hair seems a very 


small thing, but it is the most important 
part of an important machine in the 
capitdl at Washington. This machine 
waums and ventilates the house,, the 
senate and the various committee rooms 
and runs several electric dynamos. Its 
most curious feature is the appliance 
for telling the proper temperature of tho 
air in the building. A dial arranged 
like a clock marks different degrees 
from 0 to 100. Zero means perfectly dry 
air, 100 saturated air—i. e., air carry- 
ing all the moisture it will hold. 


Human hair absorbs moisture like a 


rope, becoming shorter when it is wet, 
in the same way. The hair here is sis 
inches long. The' difference in length 
between it when wet and when dry 
stands for the 100 degrees of moisture 
SD the dial, and as the moisture of the 
hair varies the pointer on the dial moves. 
According to the necessity, moro steam 
is thrown in • or steam is allowed to es- 
cape, the atmosphere being in this way 
regulated and kept at a healthy point. 
—New York World.

The beauties of tho compartment car

:ugiiio driver. Meanwhile, us tho ttain 
cashed on, the flames increased in vol- 
ame, and Iho passengers, in a panic, 
jied revolver shots to attract the atten- 
tion of those on the eugiiio. Even this 
iailed, however, and the condition of af- 
fair^ \v«s becoming most serious, when 
tho guard.succeeded in scrambling across 
the carriages to tho engine. The train 
was stopped and the'flre eventually sub- 
lued." 


Artificial Respiration. 


Dr. Berthold Beer advocates tho fol- 


lowing method of artificial respiration: 
The mucous membrane of tho lips and 
of the month is rubbed slowly with a 
piece of .ice, tho rhythm of the motion 
corresponding as nearly as possible to 
that of normal respiration. Dr. Beer 
has noticed that the inevitable result of 
the treatment was the return of respira- 
tion, at first in a very pronounced form, 
but becoming, on tho continued appli- 
cation of the ice, very regular, quiet 
and deep. Ico used in this way has al- 
so a general sedative effect, arid its qui- 
eting action has been successfully turn- 
ed to account in tho treatment of cere- 
bral troubles. Dr. Foges of Vienna has 
obtained equally favorable results with 
this treatment in cases of asphyxia. 
It 


is very lunch to tho advantage of this 
method that it may be employed for 
several hours at a time, and is harmless 
for tho patient and easy for tho phy- 
sician.
